The President Eefases to Sign the 


Immigration Bill, 


Washington, March 3.—The president 


last night sent to the house of repre- 
sentatives a message vetoing the im- 
migration bill. The principal points of 
the message are as follows: 


"A radical departure from our nat- 


ural policy relating to immigration is 
here presented. Heretofore we have 
welcomed all who came to us from 
other lands, except those whose moral 
or physical condition or history threat- 
ened danger to our national "welfare 
and safety. A century's stupendous 
growth, largely due to the assimilation 
and thift of millions of sturdy and pa- 
triotic adopted citizens, attests the suc- 
cess of this generous and freehanded 
policy. 


"It is said that the quality of recent 


Immigration is undesirable. The time 
is quite within recent memory when 
the same thing was said of immigrants 
who, 
with their descendants, are now 


numbered among our best citizens. 


"It is said that too many immigrants 


settle in our cities, thus dangerously 
increasing their idle and vicious popu- 
lation. This is certainly a disadvan- 
tage. It cannot be shown, however, 
that it affects all our cities, nor that 
it is permanent; nor does it appear 
that this condition, where it exists, de- 
mands as its remedy the reversal of 
our present immigration policy. 


"The 
claim is also made that the in- 


flux of foreign laborers deprives of the 
opportunity to work those who are bet- 
ter entitled than they to the privilege 
of earning their livelihood by daily toil, 


j So far as' this condition now exists 
j among our people, it must be conceded 


to be a result of phenomenal business 
depression. With the advent of set- 
tied and wholesome financial and eco- 
nomic governmental 
policies, and a 


consequent encouragement to the ac- 
tivity of capital, the misfortunes of 
unemployed labor should to a great 
extent at. least be remedied. In the 
meantime those most •willing and best 
entitled ought to be able to secure the 
advantages of such work as there is io 
4o. 


"I cannot believe that we would be 


protected against these evils by limit- 
ing immigration to those who can read 
and write in any language twenty-five 
words of our constitution. In my opin- 
ion it is infinitely more safe to admit 
a hundred thousand immigrants who, 
though unable to read and write, seek 
among us only a home and opportunity 
to work, than to admit one of those un- 
ruly agitators and enemies of govern- 
mental control -who can not only read 


! and write, but delights in arousing by 
j inflammatory speech the illiterate and 
j peacefully inclined to discontent and 
tumult 


"Violence and disorder do not origi- 


nate with illiterate laborers. They are 
the victims of the educated agitator. 
The ability to read and write affords, 
in my opinion, a misleading test of 
contented industry and supplies unsat- 
isfactory evidence of desirable citizen- 


i ship or a proper appreciation of the 
j benefits of our institutions.

THE WARNINGJTO GREECE. 


Moat Withdraw Vessels and Troops from 


Crete Within Six Days. 


Athens, March 3.—The representa- 


tives of the powers presented identical 
notes yesterday afternoon to the Greek 
government. It declares that the Island 
of Crete will be converted completely 
into an autonomous state, under the 
suzerainty of the sultan, and demands 
that the Greek vessels and troops be 
withdrawn within six days. The note 
says that the powers are entirely 
agreed upon a course of action to put 
an end to a situation which It was not 
within their power to prevent, but 
which, if continued, would gravely 
compromise the 
peace of 
Europe. 


Greece is solemnly warned that un- 
less the aforesaid withdrawal occurs 
within six days the powers will not 
hesitate to take any coercive steps 
necessary to enforce it, and their decis- 
ion is irrevocable. 


Major Bor, the British reorganizer of 


the gendarmeri in Crete, offered 50 mu- 
tineers three months' wages. On their 
third refusal to accept the offer he or- 
dered them to yield up their arms. His 
command being disregarded, a body of 
Italian and Russian sailors advanced 
to force open the door of the building 
where the mutineers were. The latter 
fired, and hit an Italian on the wrist. 
The sailors poured a volley through 
the door and windows, to which the 
mutineers replied, beating back the 
sailors. The firing lasted two minutes,

New Method of Casting Copper. 


New York, March 3.—In the current 


Issue of The Electrical Review is the 
announcement of a new discovery in 
the art of casting copper. Copper is 
ordinarily cast by the use of alloys. It 
is stated that the new metal is cast 
pure, which foundrymen have hereto- 
fore considered an impossibility. The 
new metal possesses an additional ten- 
sile strength of 33 1-3 per cent, and a 
much higher percentage of elasticity 
has been developed, and it has a con- 
ductivity of 95 per. cent, as compared 
with the best rolled copper. This will 
cause distinct changes in the building 
of dynamos, motels, railway appar- 
atus, etc., because"1-the new copper is 
believed to carry the same amount of 
current with one-third the amount of 
metal.

PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE. 


Leading Topics of Uincussion Among the 


Mate's JLawmakcra. 


Harrisburg, Feb. 2G.—In the senate 


yesterday Mr. Vaughn reported from 
the committee on congressional appor- 
tionment a bi!! to reapportion the con- 
gressional districts of the state. The 
bill apportions the state into 30 dis- 
tricts, doing away with the two of- 
fices of congressmen-at-Uirsu. By the 
provisions of the bill Philadelphia and 
Alllegheny each gains a congressman. 


Mr. Sproul introduced a bill to make 


a reduction of 40 per cent, more or less, 
in the Philadelphia telephone service 
charges, and to establish the maxi- 
mum charges of the whole state. It 
makes the maximum charges, within 
a radius of two miles from the ex- 
change, |6 a month in all cities with 
a population of 100,000, and $4 in all 
other cities, towns and villages. An 
additional charge of $1 per month for 
each mile beyond the two mile limit 
is allowed, and where two telephones 
are subscribed for by one person the 
maximurns within the two mile radius 
are to be $5 and $3.50, according to which 
side of the 100,000 line the population 
is on. The penalty for violation of 
the act is a fine of $500. 


In the house the bill repealing the 


local option lav/ in the borough of Ver- 
nona was killed by a vote of 66 to 73, 
less than a constitutional 
majority 


voting. The same fate befell the bill 
repealing the prohibitory law in Pay- 
ette county. 


Both houses adjourned until Monday 
evening. 


Harrisburg, March 2.—The governor 


sent to the house last night a commu- 
nication giving notice of his disap- 
proval of a resolution that all ma- 
terials of everv kind and character 
used in the construction of the pro- 
posed capltol building shall be of Penn- 
sylvania product, whether natural or 
manufactured, and that all architects, 
contractors and laborers employed, 
whether skilled or unskilled, in and 
about the capitol shall be citizens of 
Pennsylvania. He declares that the 
resolution is un-American and sec- 
tional.

George S. Mallory, editor of The 
Churchman, died here yesterday, aged- 
59 years. Dr. Mallory was graduated 
from Trinity college in the class of 
1858, and from Berkely Divinity school 
at Mlddletown, Conn., in 1862. For two 
years afterward he was professor of 
ancient languages at Trinity, and from 
1864 to 1872 had the chair of literature 
and oratory. In 1866 he became editor 
of The Churchman, which he also 
owned at the time of his death. 


Interesting Mining Statistic*. 


Shamokin, Pa., March 3.—The an- 


nual report of the Seventh anthracite 
district for the year ending Dec. 31, 
1896, has just been completed by Mine 
Inspector Brennan. It shows that the 
47 mines produced 5,600,000 tons of coal, 
a decrease of 500.000 tons from the pre- 
ceding year. Employment was given to 
20,195 men and boys an average of 170 
days each.

VETOED BHMM 


The President Refuses to Sign the 
Immigration Bill, 


Washington, March 3.—The president 
last night sent to the house of repre­ 
sentatives a message vetoing the im­ 
migration bill. The principal points of 
the message are as follows: 


“A radical departure from our nat­ 
ural policy relating to immigration is 
here presented. Heretofore we have 


• i welcomed all who came to us from 
) other lands, except those whose moral 


or physical condition or history threat­ 
ened danger to our national Welfare 
and safety. A century’s stupendous 
growth, largely due to the assimilation 
and thift of millions of sturdy and pa­ 
triotic adopted citizens, attests the suc­ 
cess of this generous and free handed 
policy. 


“It is said that the quality of recent 
Immigration is undesirable. The time 
is quite within recent memory when 
the same thing was said of immigrants 
who, with their descendants, are now 
numbered among our best citizens. 


"It is said that too many immigrants 
settle in our cities, thus dangerously 
increasing their idle and vicious popu­ 
lation. This is certainly a disadvan­ 
tage. It cannot be shown, however, - 
that it affects all our cities, nor that 
it is permanent; nor does it appear 
that this condition, where it exists, de­ 
mands as its remedy the reversal of 
our present immigration policy. 


“The claim is also made that the in­ 
flux of foreign laborers deprives of the 
opportunity to work those who are bet­ 
ter entitled than they to the privilege 
of earning their livelihood by daily toil. 
So far as ‘ this condition now exists 
among our people, it must be conceded 
to be a result of phenomenal business 
depression. With the advent of set­ 
tled and wholesome financial and eco­ 
nomic 
governmental 
policies, and a 
consequent encouragement to the ac­ 
tivity of capital, the misfortunes of 
unemployed labor should to a great 
extent at least be remedied. In the 
meantime those m ost willing and best 
entitled ought to be able to secure the 
advantages of such work as there is to 
do. 
• 


“I cannot believe that we would be 
protected against these evils by limit­ 
ing immigration to those who can read 
and write in any language twenty-five 
words of our constitution. In m y opin­ 
ion it is infinitely more safe to admit 
a hundred thousand immigrants who, 
though unable to read and write, seek 
among us only a home and opportunity 
to work, than to admit one of those un­ 
ruly agitators and enemies of govern­ 
mental control who can not only read 
and write, but delights in arousing by 
inflammatory speech the illiterate and 
peacefully inclined to discontent and 
tumult. 


“Violence and disorder do not origi­ 
nate with illiterate laborers. They are 
the victims of the educated agitator. 
The ability to read and write affords, , 
in my opinion, a misleading test of 
contented industry and supplies unsat­ 
isfactory evidence of desirable citizen­ 
ship or a proper appreciation of the 
benefits of our institutions. 


The prohibition against the employ­ 
ment of aliens upon any public works 
of the United States is in line with 
other legislation of a like character. 
It is quite a different thing, however, 
to declare it a crime for an alien to 
come regularly and habitually into the 
United States for the purpose of ob­ 
taining work from private parties, if 
such alien returns from time to time 
to a foreign country, and to constitute 
any employment of such alien a crimi­ 
nal offence. 


When we consider these provisions of 
the bill in connection with our long 
northern 
frontier, 
and 
recall 
the 
j friendly intercourse between the peo­ 
ple who ure neighbors on the other 
side, the provisions of this bill affect­ 
ing them must be regarded as illiberal, 


• narrow and un-American. Such un­ 
friendly legislation could hardly fail 
to provoke retaliatory measures, to the 
injury of many of our citizens who 
now find employment on adjoining for­ 
eign soil.”

THE WARNING TO GREECE. 
I 
PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE. 


M ust W ithdraw V oisols and Troops from 
Crcto W ith in Six Days. 


Athens, 
March 3.—The representa­ 
tives of the powers presented identical 
notes yesterday afternoon to the Greek 
government. It declares that the Island 
of Crete will be converted completely 
into an autonomous state, under the 
suzerainty of the sultan, and demands 
that the Greek vessels and troops be 
withdrawn within six days. The note 
says 
that 
the 
powers 
are 
entirely 
agreed upon a course of action to put 
an end to a situation which it was not 
within their power to prevent, but 
which, 
if continued, would 
gravely 
compromise 
the 
peace 
of 
Europe. 
Greece is solemnly warned that un­ 
less the aforesaid withdrawal occurs 
within six days the powers will not 
hesitate to take any coercive steps 
necessary to enforce it, and their decis­ 
ion is irrevocable. 


Major Bor, the British reorganizer of 
the gendarmeri in Crete, offered 50 mu­ 
tineers three months’ wages. On their 
third refusal to accept the offer he or­ 
dered them to yield up their arms. His 
command being disregarded, a body of 
Italian and Russian sailors advanced 
to force open the door of the building 
where the mutineers were. The latter 
fired, and hit an Italian on the wrist. 
The sailors poured a volley through 
the door and windows, to which the 
mutineers replied, 
beating 
back the 
sailors. The firing lasted two minutes, 
when 
the 
mutineers 
yielded. Two 
were killed, in addition to Sulieman. 
The mutineers were arrested and taken 
on board a British warship. 


N ew M ethod o f C asting Copper. 


New York, March 3.—In the current 
issue of The Electrical Review is the 
announcement of a new discovery in 
the art of casting copper. Copper is 
ordinarily cast by the use of alloys. It 
is stated that the new metal is cast 
pure, which foundrymen have hereto­ 
fore considered an impossibility. The 
new metal possesses an additional ten­ 
sile strength of 33 1-3 per cent, and a 
much higher percentage of elasticity 
has been developed, and it has a con­ 
ductivity of 95 per. cent, as compared 
with the best rolled copper. This will 
cause distinct changes in the building 
of dynamos, motors, railway appar­ 
atus, etc., because*' the new copper is 
believed to carry the same amount of 
current with one-third the amount of 
metal. 


L egislators Off for W ashington. 


Harrisburg, March 3.—Both branches 
of the legislature have taken a recess 
until next Monday night to allow the 
members to attend the inauguration. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad company 
has placed a special train at their dis­ 
posal to cary them to Washington and 
back. The train left Harrisburg this 
afternoon 
at 2 o’clock. The senate 
held one session yesterday, at which 
the calendar was cleared of first read­ 
ing bills, and a large number of others 
passed

reading. The

The Plague In India. 


Bombay, 
March 3.—The official re­ 
port shows that the number of deaths 
from natural causes in Bombay for the 
week ending Feb. 26 is 1,525, and the 
number of deaths from the plague re­ 
ported in the district is 730. The reduc­ 
tion In the total number of deaths is a 
satisfactory sign, but some of those 
who left Bombay out of fear of the 
plague are now returning here from 
. other infected places which had be- 
other infected places which had be- 
most drastic measures will be enforced 
by the military and other authorities. 
The plague tends to spread in the 
Thana and Surat districts and it is still 
severe in the Coorla and Bandoi’a dis­ 
tricts. 


Great Britain's Growing Navy. 


London, March 3.—The statement of 
the first lord of the admiralty, Mr. 
George J. Goschen, on the navy esti­ 
mates for 1897-98 was issued last night. 
The expenditures are placed at $109,- 
190,000, being an increase of $75,000 over 
the last year’s estimates. Four bat­ 
tleships, three third class cruisers, two 
sloops, four gunboats, two torpedo de­ 
stroyers and a new royal yacht will 
be commenced, making 108 ship3 build­ 
ing, of which number 66 will be com­ 
pleted during the 
year. There 
will 
also be an increase of 6,179 men and 121 
officers in the navy.

Harrisburg, Feb. 26.—In the senate 
yesterday Mr. Vaughn reported from 
the committee on congressional appor­ 
tionment a bill to reapportion the con­ 
gressional districts of the state. The 
bill apportions the state Into 30 dis­ 
tricts, doing away with the two of­ 
fices of congressmen-at-largo. By the 
provisions of the bill Philadelphia and 
Alllegheny each gains a congressman. 


Mr. Sproul introduced a bill to make 
a reduction of 40 per cent, more or less, 
in the Philadelphia telephone service 
charges, and to establish the maxi­ 
mum charges of the whole state. 
It 
makes the maximum charges, within 
a radius of two miles from the ex­ 
change, $C a month in all cities with 
a population of 100,000, and $4 in all 
other cities, towns and villages. An 
additional charge of $1 per month for 
each mile beyond tho two mile limit 
is allowed, and where two telephones 
are subscribed for by one person the 
maximums within the two mile radius 
are to be $5 and $3.50, according to which 
side of the 100,000 line the population 
is on. The penalty for violation of 
the act is a fine of $500. 


In the house the bill repealing the 
local option law in the borough of Ver- 
nona was killed by a vote of 66 to 73, 
less than a

majority 
voting. The same fate befell the bill 
repealing the prohibitory law in Fay­ 
ette county.

She also insisted 
that her photograph be taken with one 
of her sea otter skins hanging over her 
arm. She carries a gold watch, of 
which she well knows the uses, and al- 
though she owns a good deal of jew- 
elry, seldom wears any of it.

clothes she has made in the American 
fashion, as nearly as Alaskan seams- 
tresses can copy it. 


I asked her if she intended visiting 


the United States, and described to 
her the ease of traveling across the 
great stretches of country lying be- 
tweea the FaciBc snd Atlantic toastf. 
She said that she knew all about that, 
and had heard of Chicago and Xew 
York and Washington, and knew their 
populations, but she was now too old. 
\Viaen younger travel was not to easily 
accomplished, and she was not so ricb,

At Juneau I made tho acquaintance

Makiug Birch Oil. 


Connecticut farmers have fonnd a. 


comfortable side profit in gathering 
the twigs, branches and saplings of 
black birch for the birch-oil distiller* 
ies, says the Chicago Journal. 
By 


protecting the young growth crops are 
quickly-raised. The birch brush has 
brought from $1.50 to §3 a ton. 
The 


birch oil has sold at $5 to $8 a pound, 
but is now less. One ton of birch 
yields four pounds of oil. Farmers 
can make the oil themselves. 
The 


distillery may be any rough'building, 
and the machinery is inexpensive. 
The birch twigs, not over two inches 
in diameter, are cut in lengths of five 
inches and thrown into water-tight 
tanks with copper bottoms, in which 
are coils of steam pipes. Three feet 
of water is poured in, the tanks her- 
metically sealed, and steam is turned 
into the pipes. 
The water is kept 


boiling six hours, and the steam rising 
passes into a nipe which runs in the 
form of a worm into a barrel of cold 
wr.ter constantly renewed. The steam 
is condensed in the worm and the oil 
drops from the end of the pipe into a 
pail. It was formerly clarified from a 
dull brown to a light green after this 
process. Now this is done by spread- 
ing a heavy woolen blanket over the 
birch wood inside the tank, and tbe 
oil drips out pure and ready for mar- 
ket

Making Birch OH. 


Connecticut farmers have found a 
comfortable side profit in gathering 
the twigs, branches and saplings of 
black birch for the birch-oil distiller* 
ies, says the Chicago Journal. 
By 
protecting the young growth crops aro 
quickly raised. 
The birch brush has 
brought from $1.50 to S3 a ton. 
Tho 
birch oil has sold at $5 to $8 a pound, 
but ib now less. 
One ton of birch 
yields four pounds of oil. 
Farmers 
can make the oil themsoJveB. 
Tho 
distillery may be any rough building, 
and tho machinery is inexpensive. 
The birch twigs, not over two inches 
in diameter, aro cut in lengths of five 
inches and thrown into water-tight 
tauks with copper bottoms, in which 
are coils of steam pipes. 
Three feet 
of water is poured in, tho tanks her­ 
metically sealed, and steam is turned 
into the pipes. 
Tho water i3 kept 
boiling six hours, and the steam rising 
passes into a uipe which runs in tho 
form of a worm into a barrel of cold 
water constantly renewed. 
Tho steam 
is condensed in the worm aud the oil 
drops from the end of tho pipo into a 
pail. 
It was formerly clarified from a 
dull brown to a light green after this 
process. 
Now this is done by spread­ 
ing a heavy woolen blanket over tho 
birch wood inside the tank, and tho 
oil drips out jmre and ready for mar­ 
ket.

tho Romans Julia of Pompey, Octavia 
of Cicero, and in later times women 
in most European countries sigued 
their names iu tho same way, but 
omitted the “ of.” On tne other hand,

at the beginning of tho seventeenth 
century, the usage seems doubtful, 
since we find Catharine Barr so sign« 
ing hersolf after she had twice mar­ 
ried, and we always hear of Lady Jane 
Groy (not Dudley), Arabella Stuart 
(not Seymour), etc. 


Some persons think that the custom 
originated from the Scriptural teaching 
that husband and wife are one. 
This 
was the rule of law, 
so far back as 
Braeton, aud it was decided in

case of Von vk. Smith, iu the reign of 
Elizabeth* that a woman by marriage 
loses her former name aud legally re­ 
ceives the name of her husband.

Pittsburg*, March 1.—George Dersam 
was refused a divorce from Georgette 
Dersam. The couple eloped and were 
married at Camden In 1888. The court 
declared that when two people entered 
into matrimony against the advice of 
their elders they should count the pos­ 
sible cost. 


Williamsport,

March 1.—Mrs.

Valley, this county, eloped with Will­ 
iam Sweely, her nephew, agpd 19 years. 
Mrs. Weidler’s husband discovered her 
* flight during the night, and sent Con­ 
stable Dunlap" in pursuit. The officer 
arrested the pair on a train and took 
them back home. 


Hazleton, Pa., March 1.—During a 
Hungarian wedding celebration Sat­ 
urday night at Jeddo Michael Loskey 
«hot and fatally injured Simon Zelos- 
ky. The wedding was regarded as a 
big social event among the Hungar­ 
ians, and cannon was used In the cele­ 
bration. Zelosky stepped in front of 
Loskey's gun just as the. latter was 
about to Are. The ball entered his 
breast, coming: out at the back. It 
was purely accidental. 


Easton, Pa., Feb. 27.—Mary Hubbell, 
aged 40 years, of Upper Mount Bethel, 
this county, committed suicide yester­ 
day after giving birth to twins. 
The 
woman and her three small children 
were deserted about four years ago by 
her husband, since which time she has 
had much trouble in supporting them. 
Of late her condition has become piti­ 
able. This, together with the fact that 
starvation stared her and her little 
ones In the face, is supposed to have 
led her to end her life. 


Philadelphia, Feb. 27.—In the United 
States district court yesterday Judge 
Butler sentenced H arry M. Kline, the 
former teller of the Farmers* National 
bank of Lebanon, Pa.,, who pleaded 
guilty to embezzling moneys from the 
bank and making false entries in its 
books, to five years in the Eastern 
penitentiary.

In jail here as a United States prison­ 
er, under conviction as a pension fee 
extortioner, walked out of Jail on Sat­ 
urday. Two Grand Army comrades 
visited Denworth in his cell. The turn­ 
key and sheriff were temporarily ab­ 
sent, and the sheriff’s wife let them in 
and out. When the visitors passed out 
through the corridor gate Mr. Den- 
worth 
stepped out too, 
remarking, 
tT m going to break jail.” The woman 
thought one of the men was an officer, 
and permitted the prisoner to walk 
aut. He has not yet been recaptured. 


Lancaster, Pa., Feb. 27.—Calvin Den- 
linger, who was released from the 
Eastern penitentiary a few days ago, 
after serving a twelve year sentence 
tor killing his wife, was locked up yes­ 
terday on the charge of threatening 
to kill his first wife, whom he deserted 
for the woman he murdered. Denlin- 
ger attempted te enter the woman's 
home, but was refused 
admittance, 
when he proceeded to kick in the door. 
He then wrote her a letter in which 
he demanded that she meet him after 
dark in some lonely place, and unat­ 
tended, and said unless she complied 
ehe would be sorry for it. The woman, 
who is again married, feared he con­ 
templated killing her, and therefore 
had him arrested.

The President Eefases to Sign tlio 
Immigration Bill, 


\Vashinf;ton, March 3.—The president 
last niffht sont to the house of repre- 
Bontatives a meBsagc vetoing the im- 
niieri-ation bill. 
The principal points of 
the message are as follows: 


"A radical departure from our n a t - 
ural policy relating: to immigration la 
here presented. 
Heretofore 
we 
have 
welcomed all who came to us from 
other lands, except those whose moro-I 
or physical condition or history threat- 
ened danger to our national 
Welfare 
and 
safety. A 
century's 
stupendous 
growth, largely due to the assimilation 
and thift of millions of sturdy and pa- 
triotic adopted citizens, attests the suc- 
cess of this generous and free handed 
policy. 


"It is said that the quality of recent 
immigration is undesirable. 
The time 
is quite within recent memory 
when 
the same thing w a s said of immigrants 
who, with their descendants, are now 
numbered among our best citizens. 


"It is said that too m a n y immigrants 
settle in our cities, thus 
dangerously 
increasing their idle and vicious popu- 
lation. 
This is certainly a 
disadvan- 
tage. 
It cannot be shown, 
however, 
that it affects £tll our cities, nor t h a t 
it is permanent; 
nor does it 
appear 
that this condition, where it exists, de- 
mands as its remedy the reversal of 
our present immigration policy. 


"The claim is also made that the in- 
flux of foreign laborers deprives of the 
opportunity to work those who are bet- 
ter entitled t h a n they to the privilege 
of earning their livelihood by daily toil. 
So far a s ' this condition now 
exists 
among our people, it m u s t be conceded 
to be a result of phenomenal business 
depression. 
With the advent of 
set- 
tled and wholesome 
financial 
and eco- 
nomic 
governmental 
policies, and 
a 
consequent encouragement to the ac- 
tivity of capital, the misfortunes of 
unemployed labor should to a 
great 
extent a t least be remedied. 
In 
the 
meantime those m o s t willing and best 
entitled ought to be able to secure the 
advantages of such work as there is to 
do. 


"I cannot believe t h a t we would be 
protected against these evils by limit- 
ing immigration to those who can read 
and write In any language twenty-five 
words of our constitution. In m y opin- 
ion it is infinitely more safe to admit 
a hundred thousand Immigrants who, 
though unable to read and write, seek 
among us only a home and opportunity 
to work, than to admit one of those un- 
ruly agitators and enemies of govern- 
mental control who can not only read 
and write, but delights In arousing by 
inflammatory speech the illiterate and 
peacefully inclined to discontent 
and 
tumult. 


"Violence and disorder do not origi- 
nate with illiterate laborers. They are 
the victims of the educated 
agitator. 
The ability to read and write affords, 
in m y opinion, a misleading test of 
contented industry and supplies unsat- 
isfactory evidence of desirable citizen- 
ship or a proper appreciation of 
the 
benefits of our Institutions. 


The prohibition against the employ- 
ment of aliens upon any public works 
of the United States is in line with 
other legislation of a like 
character. 
It Is quite a different thing, however, 
to declare It a crime for a n alien to 
come regularly and habitually into the 
United States for the purpose of ob- 
taining work f r o m private parties, if 
such alien returns from time to time 
to a foreign country, and to constitute 
any employment of such alien a crlml- 
na.l offence. 


When we consider these provisions of 
the bill in connection vrlth our 
long 
northern 
frontier, 
and 
recall 
the 
friendly intercourse between the peo- 
ple who -are nei/ihbors on the 
other 
side, the provisions of this bill affect- 
ing them must be regarded as Illiberal, 
narrow 
and 
un-American. 
Such 
un- 
friendly legislation 
could hardly 
fall 
to provoke retaliatory measures, to the 
Injury of m a n y of our citizens 
who 
now find employment on adjoining for- 
eign soil."

THE WARNING TO GREECE. 
I 
PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE. 


Must Withdraw Vossols and Troops from 
Crot.o Within Sla Days« 


Athens, 
March 
3.—The 
representa- 
tives of the powers presented identical 
notes yesterday afternoon to the Greek 
government. 
It declares that the Island 
of Crete will be converted 
completely 
into an autonomous state, under 
the 
suzerainty of the sultan, and demands 
that the Greek vessels and troops be 
withdrawn within six days. The note 
says 
t h a t 
the 
powers 
are 
entirely 
agreed upon a course of action to put 
a n end to a situation which It was not 
within 
their 
power 
to 
prevent, 
b u t 
which, 
if 
continued, 
would 
gravely 
compromise 
the 
peace 
of 
Europe. 
Greece is solemnly warned t h a t 
un- 
less the aforesaid withdrawal 
occurs 
within six days the powers will 
not 
hesitate 
to 
take 
any coercive 
steps 
necessary to enforce it, and their decis- 
ion Is irrevocable. 


Major Bor, the British reorganizer of 
the gendarmeri in Crete, offered 50 m u - 
tineers three months' wages. 
On their 
third refusal to accept the offer he or- 
dered them to yield up their arms. His 
command being disregarded, a body of 
Italian and Russian sailors advanced 
to force open the door of the building 
where the mutineers were. 
The latter 
fired, 
and hit an Italian on the wrist. 
The sailors poured a volley 
through 
the door and windows, to which 
the 
mutineers replied, 
beating 
back 
the 
sailors. 
The firing lasted two minutes, 
when 
the 
mutineers 
yielded. 
Two 
were killed, in addition to 
Sulleman. 
The mutineers were arrested a n d taken 
on board a British warship. 


New Method of Casting Oopper. 


N e w York, March 3.—In t h e current 
issue of The Electrical Review is the 
announcement of a new discovery in 
the a r t of casting copper. 
Copper is 
ordinarily cast by the use of alloys. It 
is stated t h a t the new metal is cast 
pure, which foundrymen have hereto- 
fore considered an impossibility. 
The 
new metal possesses an additional ten- 
sile strength of 33 1-3 per cent, and a 
much higher percentage of 
elasticity 
has been developed, and it has a con- 
ductivity of 95 per. cent, as compared 
with the beat rolled copper. 
This will 
cause distinct changes in the building 
of 
dynamos, 
motoxs, railway 
appar- 
atus, etc., because^ the new copper is 
believed to carry the same a m o u n t of 
current with one-third the a m o u n t of 
metal.

Valuables. 


HE 
orvuH dalli, the 
TJocky 
Monntain white sheep, is one 
of the rarest of North Amori- 
(f 
can mammalia, writes Profea- 
por Lewis S, Uyche in the Chicago 
Times-Herald. 
It is so rare that not 
one Bpecimon of it is to be found in a 
museum in the world. 
These sheop 
have beou described by Government 
scientists and named in honor of Dr. 
William H. Dall, of tho Smithsonian 
Institution, and 
fragmentary 
speci* 
mens have been brought to civili/ia- 
tion by Indians 
and hunters, but a 
complete and 
i^crfect Hpecimen 
was 
not seen, save on its native heights in 
the mountains 
of 
Alaska, until 
I 
brought back seventeen last fall. 


1 left Lawrence 
June 1 last for 
Alaska, where I 
hoped to find the 
•white sheep. 
I went from Seattle to 
Sitka, aud thence to Juneau, where I 
had the pleasure of meeting the most 
remarkable woman in Alaska, Princess 
Tom, the Hetty Green of the North, 
who welcomed me to her home and 
showed me her manifold treasures, as 
•well as her latest husband, 


I was introduced to Princess Tom 
by Miss Florence Campbell, a teacher 
and missionary at Juneau, who was 
graduated at the Haskell Inptitute for 
Indians at Lawrence. 
Princess Tom 
speaks only commercial English, and 
only enough of that to enable her to 
drive a trade, at which she is very ex- 
pert. 
Therefore I had to enlist the 


allowed mo to photograph her. 
She 
desired mo to photograph 
her 
fat 
young husband also, but ho ran oil 
like a bashful boy and hid himself in 
the town. 
Her bouse, a very comfort« 
able frame structure, modernly built, 
is full of every description of 
Indian 
treasure, blankets, skins, baskets of 
wonderful workmanship, copper ket- 
tles and domestic utensils 
fashioned 
by tho Ruseiane in the days before 


mentg made from the shining yellow 
coin of the United States. 
Some of 
her bracelets have as many as fifteen 
S20 gold pieces in them, and when 
Princess Tom docks herself out iu her 
golden coin jewelry she is a person of 
weight. 
Her golden treasure is hid- 
den away in a variety of places, 
and, 
as sho never spends any of it, it is 
getting to be a burden, especially as 
she cannot look at it very often for

services of Miss Campbell to interjoret 
my expressions of regard. 


Princess Tom is short and squat and 
about sixty years old. 
She is keen in 
her judgment of men, and took quite 
a fancy to me, although she could not 
understand why 1 had 
journeyed so 
far for a few paltry sheepskins, while 
I might have taken back the 
much 
more valuable peltry of sea otters and 
blue foxes. 
When Mias Campbell ex- 
plained 
to 
her that I was impelled 
more by scientific interest and love of 
hunting than the Jove of dollars, she 
marveled still more, because the white 
men sho bad met were hunters of dol- 
lars* 


American possession. 
Her 
chiefest 
treasure, besides tho good American 
§20 gold pieces, are 
her 
sea otter 
skins. 
The sea otter far is the court 
fur of both Eussia and China, and is 
therefore in great demand at ruinous 
prices. 
The aea otter has been so 
assiduously hunted 
and 
is now 
so 
wary that good skins, rough dried, 
are worth anywhere from $100 to $300 
pacb. 
In one room of her Uouse this 
Alaskan J'rincesa has piles of cedar 
chests full of Bca otter skins, of which 
she is in no hurry to dispose. 
In nil 
she nuist own about 500 ekius, and 
ehe has a large number 
of 
native 
hunters out in her sloops constantly- 
looking for more, so insatiable is her 
desire for them. 


To an Alaskan Indian a blanket is a 
tangible token of wealth as a pony is 
to a prairie Indian. Warmth nnd fooA 
is the end of successful existence 
to 
tho fat Alaskan, hence a blanket means 
something to him. 
Passage over the 
great stretches of unwalkable prairie 
is necessary to the Indian farther east, 
and to him wealth is best represented 
by a pony, 
A blanket and a pony; a 
blanket and a kyak, a skin canoe, is 
the acme of wealth to both types. 
Princess Tom has enough kyaks and 
blankets for an Alaskan king's ransom, 
if there were sucli a j^erson. 
fjome of 
the Alaskan blankets are very beauti-. 
ful, and Princesii Tom owns only the 
choicest, which she keejjs iu piles in 
her treasure room. 


Tho Yakutat Indians of Alaska are 
the most expert basket makers of the 
North, 
They weave them of grnssep 
and tender willow woo.l split into long 
silky strips. Their decorative methods, 
when they forsake totems, aie very 
similar to those of theYaqui and other 
Southern Indians, 
Somti of their bas- 
kets are so closelv woven that they 
will hold water. 
Princess Tom, being 
a Yakutat, has a passion for baskets, 
and is the owner of some of the finest 
specimens it has been my fortune to 
see. 
The mark of the totem is over 
all 
of 
Princess 
Tom's 
treaBures, 
•whether blanket»?, baskets, furf, chests 
or ships that go down to the sea. 


Princess Tom was a young 
woman 
when she began to trade. 
Tho trading 
instinct was a-j strong in ber as ever it 
was in Jay Gould or in Piussell fSage, 
8he began by peddling the furs taken 
by her husband, aud finding that hhe 
was skilled in trade she also made deaJs 
for the husbands of her friends and 
neii^hbors. 
Then 
hbe saw 
a

chance to make good trades for her-

"See, I buy a man," said 
Princess 
Tom to me through Mif-s Campbell- 
pay TjUO blankets for him to marry."

too, if you are for sale," paid Miss 
Cumpbell, luughing. 
And when I «aid

Alaska fashion and set with a tur- 
quoise, and placed it on my iinger as 
a token of good will.

Princess Tom^s mail is something 
enormous, considering.all things. 
Im- 
pecunious persons who have heard of 
her and rely upon her being a simple 
Indian maiden with a lot of money she 
does not know how to spend, write 
begging letters. 
Miss Campbell reads 
these to her whenever a sufficient num- 
ber have accumulated to make it worth 
while. 
After the fashion of writers of 
begging letters, most of these begin b3' 
stating that the person who writes has 
heard of the good and beneficent Prin- 
cess Tom, aud admires her 
for 
her 
ability and wealth. 
This sort of thing 
the princess enjoyp, because she really 
believes in human nature, but as soon 
as the reader comes to that ijortion of 
the letter which 
begs 
or 
demands 
money the j^rincees Hies into a rage 
and will hear no more of it, for the 
old lady loves her wealth exceedingly. 


As the employer of a larire number 
traders, hunters, boatmen and agents 
and the owner of a number of virtual 
slaves.

At Juneau I made tbo aoquaintanco 
of two Indian chiefs who aro great ad- 
mirers and friends of Princess Tom.

esting old chap, who wore a high silk 
hat and store clothes with a great deal 
of jauntiness. 
Ho is as naturally bora 
to politics as an Irishman, aud lives iu 
a good pine house with his numerous 
wives 
and 
ijrogenj. 
Another chief 
was qmto amusing with his preten- 
sions of fashionable manners, creased 
trousers and other evidences of opu- 
lence, to say nothing 
of 
tbo 
gold- 
headed cane he always carried. 
His 
house was furnished very comfortably, 
and in his parlor hung picture 
cards 
and little gimcracks, besides innumer- 
able colored prints of saints nnd th& 
Christ, presented to him by tho priest 
of tho Russiau-Greelc church, of which, 
ho is a devout member. 


Alaska derives its name from the In- 
dian 
word Al-ay-ek-sa, 
meaning 
ii 
**great country,"and the name hits it 
off exactly. 
It is one of the greatest 
possessions of the United States, and 
tho most interesting aud wonderful. 
But it is only half made. It is tumbled 
up into volcanoes that belch vapora 
almost constantly, 
glaciers that cut 
paths across it, and it ia tlio greenest 
spot cn earth, where vegetation grows 
rankly and grass in the swamps and on 
tho islands is six feet high, and berries, 
the most delicious I ever ate, may be 
picked by the ton. 
It is rich in tim- 
ber, in gold, in fish and in furs. 
It 
presents wonderful possibilities in the 
way of cultivating far bearing animals,^ 
which 1 am inclined to believe can bo 
made a paying industry. 
The tides in 
Cook's Inlet rise to a height of thirty 
feet, making it one of tho most dan- 
gerous bodies of navigable water in 
the country. 
This seasion twenty-iivo 
men lost their lives init, and probably 
hundreds more before them. 


Tho 
sands of 
Alaska 
carry gold 
richly. 
In the Yukon country are vast 
coal beds so «oft that thev 
can be 
whittled with a knife,

of Maine and Attu, the most westerly 
of the Aleutian Islands, it would strike

1 had several interpreted talks with 
Princess Tom and found her to bo an 
unusually intelligent Indian woman as 
well as a good American,

mora information than one would sus- 
pect. 
Hhe hoped, she said, to see the 
time 
when 
Alaska would be 
more 
closely govered and the vast interests 
of the territory opened to intelligent 
trade, 
ISbe know.-i intimately the de- 
tails of hunting fur-bearing animals, 
and 1 judge that she could not bo 
easily fooled by her agents and mid- 
dlemen. 
8he brought some of her 
choicest sea otter bkins out for my in- 
spection, and displayed an intimate 
knowledge of their ubo in other coun- 
tries and their value. She also insisted 
that her photograph be taken with one 
of her i3ea otter skins hanging over her 
arm. 
Khe carries a gold watch, of 
which fehe well knows the uses, and al- 
though she owns a good deal of jew- 
elry, seldom wears any of it, 
fler 
clothes she has made in the American 
fashion, as nearly as Alaskan seame- 
tressescan copy it. 


1 aeked her if she intended visiting 
the United States, and defccribed to 
her the ease ojl' traveling acrotiS the 
great stretches of country lying be- 
tween tho Pacific and Atlantic coaate. 
She said that slie knew all about that, 
and had heard of Chicago and New 
York and ^Yrtbhington, and knew their 
populations, but bho was now too old. 
When younger travel was not so easily 
accomplibhed, and bhe was not so rich» 
but now i-he could not leave her busi- 
ness and the Eaft.t must get along with- 
out her,

llAking Birch OH. 


Connecticut farmers have found a 
comfortable side profit in gathering 
the twigs, branches and saplings of 
black birch for the birch-oil 
distiller- 
ies, says the Chieago Journal, 
B y 
protecting the young growth crops are 
quickly raised. 
The birch brush ha» 
brought from $1,50 to S3 a ton, 
Tho 
l)irch oil has sold at $5 to $8 a pound, 
but IS now less. 
One ton of birch 
yields four pounds of oil. 
Farmers 
can make the oil tbemsolves, 
Tho 
distillery may be any rough buildings 
and the 
machinery 
is 
inexpensive. 
The birch twigs, not over two inches 
in diameter, are cut in lengths of iiv© 
inches and thrown into water-tight 
tanks with copper bottoms, in which 
are coils of steam pipes. 
Three feet 
of water is poured in, the tanks hcr- 
moticallj' sealed, and steam is turned 
into the pipes. 
Tho water is kept 
boiling six hours, and the steam rising 
passes into a pipe which runs in tho 
iorm of a worm into a barrel of cold 
water constantly renewed. 
Tho steam 
is condensed in the worm aud tho oil 
drops from the end of tho pipe into a 
pail. 
It was formerly clarified from a 
dull brown to a light green after this 
process. 
Now this is done by spread- 
ing a heavy woolen blanket over tho 
birch wood inside the tank, and tho 
oil drills out ijure and ready for mar- 
ket. 


Wheat Hooniii iu EnglanJ. 


Throughout the southern part of 
Lincolnshire, 
England, including the 
fens aud marshes, there is a very much 
larger'acreage of wheat sown this sea- 
son than has beou known for many 
years past.

devices f( 
cooking dinners by tho aid 
merely a few wires aud an u 
seen electrical current are b 
ginning to find their way into tl 
kitchens of many New York millio j 
aires. 


In one house uptown the daught 
of the family pours tea from a kettlj 
heated by oiectricity, and her room t 
supplied with a curling iron als 
heated by electrical energy. 
But th 
electrical kitchen is the chief object 
interest. 


The cooking stove bears very littl 
resemblance to an ordinary ran^e. 
is very much cleaner and is in all wav 
a marvel of convenience. 
Tho electri 
stove in actual use consists of a sul! 
stantial table on which stand the hea 
generators wherewith the cooking i 
done. 
Beneath the tables are a serie 
of ovens, each of whioh is provide» 
with a separate heat generat3r oi it 
own. 
Tho back of tho range is ax 
ranged with a broad shelf, on whict 
other 
heat generators are placed 
There, also, is the keyboard whid 
regulates the strength of current an^ 
the temperature of the stove. 
Th 
wires, whioh are wound with gree^ 
silk and carefully insulated to preve 
an accident, are attached at one end t 
little copper posts in exactly the sam 
way as the wires of a telegraph instr 
ment. 
Tho other ends are fastened t- 
the heat generators beneath the sauce 
pans or boilers. The current is turne«^ 
off or on by turning a little key lik, 
those on the incandescent light lamps 
Anyone can start a good baking lir 
in this way with his eyes shut. 
Ther- 
is no chance of the fire going out whei 
the weather is damp, or of its smok 
ing, or becoming stopped by clinkers 
One curious feature of the electri 
cal stove is that it is supplied with ay 
many difterent fires, or heat genera 
tors, as there are dishi^s to be cooked. 
Instead of there bein^ one large sur- 
face heated all over, as in the case oi 
ordinary kitchen ranges, each kettle, 
or saucepan, is separately connected, 
and provided with a heating appara 
ratus of its own. 
This, of course,^ 
gives the electrical stove a very un-f 
usual appearance. 
There may be, for 
instance, a kettle of soup boiling over 
on one side, and next to it an icd 
cream freezer in which the cream is 
being rapidly frozen by the electrical 
energy which churns it. 


An ingenious cook can find all sort^ 
of possibilities in this apparatus.*» It 
is quite possible, for example, to have 
any dish cooking on a side table. 
In 
fact, the various cooking utensils may 
be carried all over the house and seti 
going by turning a switch. 
If the 
cook wishes to prepare a dish of saner-* 
kraut tho wire may be easily length- 
ened and the cooking carried on in' 
some remote spot in the back yard or 
the sub-cellar. 


The vexations of housekeeping are 
reduced to a minimum by the electri- 
cal stove. 
It gives out no coal dust, 
and the new kitchen resembles a par* 
lor more than the overheated, smoky 
kitchens we are all familiar with. 
A 
little practice soon teaches one the 
trick of operating it. At first it seems 
diflicult to the uninitiated to calculate 
what voltage will cook an egg, roast a 
turkey or bake bread to the desired 
color.' 
Bus the ordinary cook soon 
loses all fear of the complex appa- 
ratus. 


The electrical kitchen is also pro- 
vided with an electrical glue iDot, and 
the laundry is equipped with electric 
irons. 
Tho cooking utensils of the 
electric range include ovens of va- 
rious sizes, a chaiing dish, tea kettle, 
griddle iron for baking cakes, and a 
broiler for meats.—New York Journal.
